heretofore been a subject or 
citizen; that I will support 
and (lefeiM^ the ^Constitution 
and''laws of the-Unitcd fetate.s 
of America against all ene- 
mies, foreign and donicstic; 
that I will bear true faith and 
allegiance to tlic same; that I 
will bear arms on behalf of 
the United States when rc- 
(|uired by the law, or .that I 
will perform noncombatant 
service in the Armed ^Forces 
of the United States when 
required by the law, or that 
I. will perform work of nti- 
tionnl importance 'under ci- 
vilii/n direction when re-, 
quired by -t lie law; and that 
I take this ol)ligatlon freely 
without any jucntal reserva- 
tion or purpose of evasion; 
So help me God." 

This is the Oath of Alle- 
giance pledged , by ail aliens 
seeking American cltizcnstd]) 
by naturalimtion.. T h c s 
arc probilbly the best sum- 
mary of the rcsponsibititics 
of the United States citizen 
to his country. In many 
cases, the alien-citizen under- 
stands his relationship with 
the United States better than 
tlie natural-born citizen. Thr 
greatest challenge the Ameri- 
can faces as a citizen is rcali/.- 
ing and living up to his 
duties. By carefully reading 
the Oath of Allegiance ami 
thinking of what was reafl,

Forty jmllllon Americans 
live In family units tHat'have 
an income of |4,€00 ayear or, 
loss. Of course/ geography 
and family size make a con- 
stdorable difference in the 
amount of real .poverty in- 
volved, but notdne can pre- 
tend by the wildest stretch of 
the imagination that this Is 
nffluonco. Certainly, no fam- 
ily living in New York that 
has on Income of less then 
$4,000-atyear can bo classed 
as anything but poverty 
stricken; one-fourth of all 
New York families had less 
than that amount last year. 

Who are these 40,000,000 
yVmoricans who live in pover- 
ty? First, of course, are the 
colored families, The Negro 
worker averaged only S8% 
of the wages . of the white 
workers. He Is the last 
hired, the first fired. The 
cute stories of Negroes driv- 
ing Cadillacs does not alter 
the picture of Negro poverty. 
It Is widespread; it is real. 
Two other national groups 
contribute to this group: the 
Puerto Rican and- the Mexi- 
can. Lack of training and 
lack of education doom tlicsc 
groups and their children to 
low paying jobs and unem- 
ployment. 

The 'second large group Is 
the senior citizens. Of tiic 
.8,000,000 over 05, one-fourth 
have on income of 'less than 
,9580 per year. The average 
for the entire groupjB about 
$1,000 a year. Unfbrtun-

Murphy In a letter to mem- 
bers of the Illinois General 
AsKcmbly. 

Cluilrnuui Murphy made 
Ills, reconuncndatioii after 
studying a report from Dr. 
Tlutmas Anton, of tlie Insti- 
tution of Government and. 
Public Affairs of tlic Univer- 
sily of niinols, who was as- 
stgnctMo make a comprehen- 
sive flt\(dy of the conunls- 
sion's activities during its 
five years of existence. 

■Ttie report submitted by 
Dr. Anton was critical of the 
NIMAPC In five major areas 
and concluded that if tho 
state Is to assunie responsi- 
bility for local and regional 
planning it should be done 
under tho direction of the 
Board of Economic Deveio[i- 
mcnt with full state control. 

According to the report 
the NIMAPC has failed to 
follow statutory directives lo 
create a nuLHter plan for the 
metropolitan area; top sal- 
aries appear out of line when 
compared with other state 
salaries; (e.g. tht' L'xecutlvu 
Director's fai^lOO annual 
salary is higher than the Gov- 
ernor's;) increased depend- 
ence on Fc<leral funds has re- 
sulted in heavy emphasis on 
government contract work al 
the expense of local planning; 
poor financial records make 
dependable audits difficult, 
and there is a lack of direct 
responsibility to any agency 
although federal, state, coun- 
ty and municipal funds arc 
contributcil to the support of 
the commission. 

In" his letter Butlgetaiy 
Commi.ssUm Chairman Mur- 
phy said, "So far as the 
Nortiieastern Illinois Metro- 
politan Area Planning Com- 
mission is concerned, I doul^t 
that its accomplUshmenls to 
(laic are sufficient benefit to 
the slate to warrant contin- 
ued financial support on a 
long term basis, 

"I believe we .should give 
serious consideration to re- 
ducing sharply the state's ap- 
propriation to this agency 
<luring the next blennlum — 
perhaps cutting the present 
$100,000 to $!)0,000. and then 
eliminating state .support cn- 
lircly in the following two 
years," Chairman Murphy 
contiimed. 

The comrni.sKioa was estab- 
lished by the Illinois (iencral 
Assembly in 1057 under the 
general statement of legisla- 
tive policy thai. "It is deter- 
mined and declared by the 
General Assembly that the 
welfare, tieallh, prosperity 
moral and general well-being 
of all the people of this Hlale 
are. in a large measure, <le- 
pendent upon the sound and 
orderly development of the 
northeastern Illinois mclro- 
pulltan counties area. In or- 
der to provide for such de- 
velopment it Is essential that 
a Sound and comprehensive 



general plan for such area 
be devised. . . , " 

Tlie report from Dr. Anton 
agreed that some good had 
been accomplished- by the 
Commission, but this ap- 
proval was qualified by criti- 
cism of the Conuuisslon's 
failure to carry out the speci- 
fic directives of the statutes 
which created the group. 

Murphy pointed out that In 
the last session of the Gen- 
cral Assembly $37,50() was 
appropriated for the support 
of the newly created South- 
western Illinois Molropolltaii 
Area Planning Commission. 

"It seems entirely within 
titc realm of possibility to 
Imagine the General Assem- 
bly faced in the future with 
bills creating similar agen- 
cies for tlie llockford area, 
the Keck Island-Molinu area. 



the Peoria area, the Spring- 
field area and others," Mur- 
phy said. V - 
The Budgetary Commis- 
sion Chairman, who Is also 
House Majority Loader sug- 
gested that the state concen- 
trate its future financial sup-
